LONDON, July -—From three to 
eight submarines are said to have 
been concerned in the attack on the 
Justicia, according to the Daily Mail,, 
which says the fight began at 3 
o'clock Friday afternoon and lasted 
intermittently until Saturday morning. 
The ship sank about 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon after nine torpedoes had 
been fired, 

When the liner was first struck, the 
torpedo boat destroyers which accom- 
panied her raced to atttack the ene- 
my and dropped many depth charges, 
while patrol boats stood by the ship 


and a tug took her in tow. 
The second and third torpedoes 
were fired about 5 o'clock in the af- 


ternoon, Both missed their mark, one 
going ahead of the steamer and the 
other aft. Two hours later 
torpedo was seen coming, but when it 
got close a gunner on the Justicia with 
extraordinary aim hit it clean and ex- 
ploded it. 
Another Torpedo Deflected 

All was quiet until 8 o'clock in the 
evening, when the fifth torpedo was 
sighted. The gunners on the Justicia 
played their shots so near it that the 
torpedo was deflected and missed its 
target. 

Most of the crew by this time had 
been transferred to other ships which 
had remained near the liner all night. 

The Justicia was well on her way to 
port Saturday morning when toward 8 


o'clock the gunners again were hard | 


at work as the sixth and seventh tor- 


pedoes went past. Two hours later 
a submarine fired the eighthh and 
ninth torpedoes, and one of them 


struck forward and the other aft.

He commanded the Vindic- 
tive and set a magnificant example by 
his calm composure while navigating 
mined waters and bringing his vessel 
alongside the mole during the’ dark- 
ness, Whe nthe Vindictive was with- 
in a few yards of the mole and the 
enemy started a heavy fire from bat- 
teries of machine guns and rifles onto 
the bridge he showed the most con- 
spicuous bravery and did much to en- 
courage similar behavior on the part 
He supervised the land- 
ing on the mole and walked the Vin- 
dictive’s decks while directing oper- 
ations and encouraged his men while 
in most dangerous positions. 

Lieut. Richard Douglas Sanford 
N., commanded submarine H-3 and 
most successfully placed the vessel 
between the piles of the viaduct be 
fore lighting the fuse and abandoning 
her, He eagerly undertook the haz- 
ardous enterprise, although well aware 
that if means of rescue failed and he 
or any or any of the crew were in the 
water at the moment of the explosion 
he would be killed outright. Yet 
Lieut. Sanford disdained the use of 
the gyro-steering gear, which would 
have enabled him and his crew to 
abandon the submarine at a safe dis- 
tance and preferred to make sure as 
far as humanly possible of the ac- 
complishment of his duty.

seons in which we rejoice as much 
as they alarm the foe. Let us associ- 
ate with these victorious armies; the 
Italian army which also is holding and 
repulsing the enemy. I cannot but 
consider as a most fortunate omen the 
coincidence of the present successes 
with our national celebration. Let 
us accept this favorable omen and 
with more confidence than ever raise 
our glasses to the near future.”

There is @ deeply grounded belief 
that frost is more llable to occur at 
the full of the moon than at any other 
time. Assuming that to be the case 
and that the danger has passed the 
next full moon will be about August 
22nd. This will give wheat time to 
mature before the danger of frost re- 
if there is anything in the the- 
ory of the influence of the moon.
